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NEEDS OF NATIONAL SECURITY 
There seems to hav e dev elo ped in Co n­ 
gress a blo c o f lawmakers co mmitted to a 
“ tax cut at any co st.” The distinguishing 
mark o f this fraternity is the ev ident desire 
to slash tax es witho ut serio us regard to the 
co untry ’s needs. 
This gro up, o f co urse, is dismally disap­ 
po inted at the statement o f Secretary o f 
the Treasury Humphrey that the adminis­ 
tratio n has giv en up ho pe o f balancing the 
budget in the y ear starting July 1 . Presi­ 
dent Eisenho wer has insisted that a bal­ 
anced budget must precede tax reductio n. 
The tax -cut adv o cates think this is no n­ 
sense. 
They think it’s perfectly so und to 
igno re the danger o f a big deficit and ev en 
take the risk o f enlarging it. If they prac­ 
ticed that kind o f eco no my in their o wn 
ho mes their wiv es wo uld div o rce them all. 
The o nly assurance they o ffer that things 
wo uld be better is the v ague pro mise that 
lo wer tax es will “ unshackle” business, and 
that business will thereupo n respo nd by pro ­ 
ducing so much that ev en at lo wer rates the 
tax rev enues will be ample. 
Certainly the American tax structure ho b­ 
bles business in many way s. Lo ng o v erdue is 
a general rev amping that will carefully elimi­ 
nate real 
disco uragements to enterprise. 
There is co nsiderable do ubt, ho wev er, that 
a simple and relativ ely mo dest acro ss-the- 
bo ard cut such as is no w pro po sed wo uld 
get at these co mplex and v ery special 
inequities. 
The alternativ e implied in this “ must cut” 
philo so phy is an arbitrary limit o n spending 
to keep it at a lev el matching the rev enue 
intake these lawmakers think desirable. But 
it seems o bv io us this wo uld amo unt to go v ­ 
erning in a v acuum. 
The American budget is no t who lly a 
nativ e pro duct It is partly made in Mo sco w, 
and partly in o ther sectio ns o f the wo rld * 
where there are pro blems that inv o lv e us. 
These pro blems—and the Kremlin’s threat 
to peace—are the real determinants o f the 
size o f o ur budget. In o ther wo rds, what 
co ntro ls is what we need fo r the natio n’s 
welfare and security —no t what co ngress­ 
men co mmitted themselv es to do in a cam­ 
paign fo ught last y ear. 
A suggestio n has been made that new key 
members o f the Jo int Chiefs o f Staff agree 
in adv ance to sizable arms budget cuts. Pre­ 
sumably the test questio n thereafter wo uld 
alway s be: “ Can we affo rd this? ” 
But is this really what we hire military 
specialists fo r? Or do we want them aro und 
to tell us ho w to be safe and secure in a ho s­ 
tile wo rld? 
If o ur security is the real test, then there 
can be no arbitrary eco no mic limit o n what 
we do . When a man’s life is in peril, he can­ 
no t questio n the ex pense o f sav ing it. 
This is an elemental fact that seems to 
escape so me peo ple.

PROFILE OF A BOOK REVIEWER 
Edward J. Fitzgerald, formerly of the U. S. 
Treasury and the War Production Board, was 
q uestioned by the Jenner Committee as to his 1 
membership in the Perlo Group, which has been 
described as an espionage operation.

Times.” the “New York Herald Tribune,” and 
“The Saturday Review.” He not only reviewed 
books under his own name, but when, he said, 
he reviewed the same book for several publica­ 
tions, pseudonyms were used. He did not recall 
all the pseudonyms, because some were manufac­ 
tured by the editors of the publications. One such 
assumed name was Martin Rice. It is interesting 
to know that such practices are employed by 
these high-brow publications. 
Fitzgerald testified that in one year, this year, 
he reviewed 53 books for “The Saturday Review.” 
w’hich is at least one a week; ho did six for “The 
New York Times” and about 50 for the “New’ 
York Herald Tribune.” How many of these were 
duplicates the testimony does not say. 
He was q uestioned as to whether he had over 
warned any of these editors that he had been 
suspected of being a Communist or a member 
of an espionage group and it appears that he only 
! spoke about it to Norman Cousins of “The Sat- 
| urday Review.” This is the testimony: 
“Mr. Morris. Did he know about your having 
I been identified in Washington as a member of 
a wartime espionage ring? 
Mr. Fitzgerald. May I consult? 
“Mr. Morris. You may. 
(Witness confers with counsel) 
“Mr. Fitzgerald. I discussed the m atter with 
Norman Cousins. 
“Mr. Morris. Did you make any explanation to 
him? 
“Mr. Fitzgerald. I decline to answer that q ues­ 
tion. 
“Mr. Morris. Did you deny the allegations in 
the published testimony about your participation 
in the war espionage ring? 
“Mr. Fitzgerald. I decline to answer that q ues­ 
tion on the same ground as before." 
It is not necessary to belalxir the point of Mr. 
Fitzgerald’s present attitude. It is sufficient to 
cite the following: 
“Senator Welker. Mr. Fitzgerald, as of this 
moment,, are you a member of a secret espionage 
or sabotage ring against the interest of the* Gov­ 
ernment of the United States? 
“Mr. Fitzgerald. I decline to answer that q ues­ 
tion on the same ground as before. ’ 
There has been severe criticism of inq uiries of 
persons who write books, or for newspapers and 
magazines, on the basis that such inq uiry is an 
abridgment of freedom of the press. On tlie other 
hand, in the investigation of the Institute of Pa­ 
cific Relations by the MeCarran Committee, it 
was established that a group of persons conspired 
to dominate books on Far Eastern subjects pub­ 
lished in this country, and the reviews of such 
books in the three publications mentioned in this 
column, w’hich are the most important in the coun­ 
try. 
Here is a man, Edward J. Fitzgerald, w ho is not 
a professional journalist but who moves into book 
reviewing 
from 
government 
employment. 
His 
name has appeared in the testimony of others. He 
somehow q uickly reaches these top publications, 
which is not easy even for a professional and does 
more than 100 review’s in a short time, which 
is very rare indeed. And he uses not only his own 
name, but several others, often reviewing the same 
book for each publication, which is close to a 
monopoly. 
As bookshops base their orders on reviews ap­ 
pearing in these publications, significance is ob­ 
vious.

FAT FOODS HELPFUL OR HARMFUL 
In their efforts to reduce weight, most over­ 
weights cut down greatly on fat foods—butter, 
cream, fat meats, and nuts. They naturally feel 
that they do not need fat foods as the Mt they 
have stored in and on the body can be used which, 
of course, helps to reduce their weight. 
In a recent number of the Nutritional Observa­ 
tory, Harry J. Derrel, Jr., Ph.D., Dean, Graduate 
School, University of Southern California, states 
that for many years fat has been regarded as an 
optional part of the diet, that is, representing just 
so many calories of the number needed by the body 
daily—fat is a “concentrated source of calories.” 
Since the classic experiments of Drs. Burr and 
Burr in Journal of Biological Chemistry some 
years ago. it has been generally agreed that fats 
are likewise important sources of the essential or 
necessary fatty acids—linoleic, linolonic and ara- 
chidonic. Their role of acting as solvents for the fat- 
soluble vitamins is now recognized. 
Also it is known that, at least in some species, 
fat-soluble vitamins are more readily absorbed 
from the stomach and intestine when fats are 
present. “Finally, every housewife knows the great 
difficulty in preparing an appetizing meal in the 
absence of fats.” 
Now’ it is known that physicians put patients 
on a fat-free diet for certain ailments, particularly 
high blood pressure due to hardening of the ar­ 
teries as it is a fatty substance in the bloodvessels 
that is believed a forerunner of the hardening of 
the lining of the blood vessels. 
The q uestion naturally arises as to whether or 
not the fat-free diet is as satisfactory from a nutri­ 
tional standpoint as one which contains consider­ 
able amounts of fat. 
In a more recent review’ of this q uestion, the 
conclusion \yas reached on the basis of tests em­ 
ploying a wide variety of physiological actions in 
the body that a fairly generous amount of fat in 
the diet is desirable. The experiments were made 
on rats as their digestive and absorptive apparatus 
so closely resembles that of man. and these find­ 
ings in man would req uire years of intensive re­ 
search. Rats on the high fat diet increased more 
in growth and weight than those fed on a fat-free 
or low-fat diet. 
* 
What do we learn from the above information? 
We learn that for the great majority of us 
some fat should be used in the diet because of the 
need of certain acids they contain which have a 
beneficial action on digestion and absorption of 
foods. However, for those with hardening of the 
arteries and high blood pressure, until more definite 
evidence is forthcoming, the low-fat or fat-free diet 
j is advisable.

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NEEDS OF NATIONAL SD U R IT Y 
There seems to have developed in Con­ 
gress a bloc of lawmakers committed to a 
“tax cut at any cost.” The distinguishing 
mark of this fraternity is the evident desire 
to slash taxes without serious regard to the 
country’s needs. 
This group, of course, is dismally disap­ 
pointed at the statement of Secretary of 
the Treasury Humphrey that the adminis­ 
tration has given up hope of balancing the 
budget in the year starting July I. Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower has insisted that a bal­ 
anced budget must precede tax reduction. 
The tax-cut advocates think this is non­ 
sense. 
They think it’s perfectly sound to 
ignore the danger of a big deficit and even 
take the risk of enlarging it. If they prac­ 
ticed that kind of economy in their own 
homes their wives would divorce them all. 
The only assurance they offer that things 
would be better is the vague promise that 
lower taxes will “unshackle” business, and 
that business will thereupon respond by pro­ 
ducing so much that even at lower rates the 
tax revenues will be ample. 
Certainly the American tax structure hob­ 
bles business in many ways. Long overdue is 
a general revamping that will carefully elimi­ 
nate real 
discouragements to enterprise. 
There is considerable doubt, however, that 
a simple and relatively modest across-the- 
board cut such as is now proposed would 
get at 
these complex and 
very special 
inequities. 
The alternative implied in this “must cut” 
philosophy is an arbitrary limit on spending 
to keep it at a level matching the revenue 
intake these lawmakers think desirable. But 
it seems obvious this would amount to gov­ 
erning in a vacuum. 
The American budget is not wholly a 
native product It is partly made in Moscow, 
and partly in other sections of the world 
w here there are problems that involve us. 
These problems—and the Kremlin’s threat 
to peace—are the real determinants of the 
size of our budget. 
In other words, what 
controls is what we need for the nation’s 
welfare and security—not what congress­ 
men committed themselves to do in a cam­ 
paign fought last year. 
A suggestion has been made that new key 
members of the Joint Chiefs of Staff agree 
in advance to sizable arms budget cuts. Pre­ 
sumably the test question thereafter would 
always be: “Can we afford this?” 
But is this really what we hire military 
specialists for? Or do we want them around 
to tell us how* to be safe and secure in a hos­ 
tile world? 
If our security is the real test, then there 
can be no arbitrary economic limit on what 
we do. When a man’s life is in peril, he can­ 
not question the expense of saving it. 
This is an elemental fact that seems to 
escape some people.

PROFILE OF A BOOK REVIEWER 
Edward J. Fitzgerald, formerly of the U. S. 
Treasury and the W ar Production Board, was 
questioned by the Jenner Committee as to his 
membership in the Perlo Group, wnich has been 
described as an espionage operation. The following 
colloquy occurred: 
“Mr. Morris Were you a member of the es­ 
pionage ring described in that memorandum? 
‘’Mr. Fitzgerald. I decline to answer on the 
ground it might tend to incrim inate me. 
“Mr. Morris. Did you know Mr. Victor Perlo 
who was named here as head OI the ring?

When Fitzgerald left the government, he be­ 
came a free lance w riter, specializing in book re­

Magazine” 
(seems to be an incorrect name in the transcript). 
His book reviews appeared in “Tho New York 
Times.” the “New Yolk Herald Tribune,” and 
“The Saturday Review.” He not only reviewed 
hooks under his own name, but when. he said, 
he reviewed the same book for several publica­ 
tions, pseudonyms were used. He did not recall 
all the pseudonyms, because some were m anufac­ 
tured bv the editors of the publications. One such 
assumed name was M artin Rice. It is interesting 
to know 
that such practices are employed bv 
these high-brow publications. 
Fitzgerald testified that in one year, this year. 
he reviewed 53 books for "The Saturday Review.” 
which is at least one a week; he did six for “The 
New York Times” and about 50 for the "New 
York Herald Tribune.” How many of these were 
duplicates the testimony does not say. 
He was questioned as to whether he had ever 
warned any of these editors that he had been 
suspected of being a Communist or a member 
of an espionage group and it appears that he only 
spoke atxmt it to Norman Cousins of ‘The S at­ 
urday Review’.” This is the testimony: 
“Mr. Morris. Did he know about your having 
been identified in W ashington as a member of 
a w artim e espionage ring? 
Mr. Fitzgerald. May I consult? 
“Mr. Morris. You may. 
(W itness confers with counsel) 
"Mr. Fitzgerald. I discussed the m atter with 
Norman Cousins.

I decline to answer that ques­ 
tion on the same ground as before. ’ 
There has been severe criticism of inquiries of 
persons who w rite books, or for newspapers and 
magazines, on the basis that such inquiry is an 
abridgment of freedom of the nress. On the other 
hand, in the investigation of the Institute of Pa­ 
cific Relations by the M cCarran Committee, it 
was established that a group of persons conspired 
to dominate books on F ar Eastern subjects pub­ 
lished in this country*, and the review* of such 
books in the three publications mentioned in this 
column, which are the most im portant in the coun­ 
try. 
Here is a man. Edward J. Fitzgerald, who is not 
a professional journalist but who moves into book 
reviewing 
from 
government 
employment. 
His 
name has appealed in the testimony of others. He 
somehow* quickly reaches these top publications, 
which is not easy even for a professional and docs 
more than IOO reviews in a short time, which 
is very rare indeed. And he uses not only his own 
name, but several others, often reviewing the same 
book for each publication, which is close to a 
monopoly. 
As bookshops base their orders on reviews ap­ 
pearing in these publications, significance is ob­ 
vious.

IN TIMES OF CHANGE 
Some time ago a retailing association I 
appointed a committee to study what retail­ 
ers can do to help in the transition from a 
semi-war economy to a peace economy, if I 
and when world conditions improve suffici­ 
ently to make heavy reductions in military !

FAT FOODS HELPFUL OR HARMFUL 
In their efforts to reduce weight, most over­ 
weights cut down greatly on fat foods—butter, 
cream, fat meats, and nuts. They naturally feel 
th at they do not need fat foods as the int they 
have stored in and on the body can be used which, 
of course, helps to reduce their weight. 
In a recent number of the Nutritional Observa­ 
tory, H arry J. Derrel, Jr., Ph.D., Dean. G raduate 
School. University of Southern California, state* 
that for many years fat has been regarded as an 
optional part of the diet, that is, representing just 
so many calories of the number needed bv the body 
daily—fat is a "concentrated source ct calories.” 
Since the classic experiments of Hrs. Burr and 
Burr in Journal of Biological Chem istry some 
years ago. it has been generally agreed that tats 
are likewise im portant sources of the essential or 
necessary tatty acids—linolcic. linolenic and ara­ 
chidonic. Their role of acting as solvents for the fat- 
soluble vitamins is now recognized. 
Also it is known that, at least in som* species, 
fat-soluble vitamins are more readily absorbed 
from the stomach and intestine when fats are 
present. "Finally, every housewife knows the great 
difficulty in preparing an appetizing meal in the 
absence of fats.” 
Now it is known that physicians put patients 
on a tat-free diet for certain ailments, particularly 
high blood pressure due to hardening of the a r­ 
teries as it is a fatty substance in the bloodvessels 
that is believed a forerunner of the hardening of 
the lining of the blood vessels. 
The question naturally arises as to w hether or 
not the fat-free diet is as satisfactory from a nutri­ 
tional standpoint as one which contains consider­ 
able amounts of fat. 
In a more recent review* of this question, the 
conclusion was reached on the basis of tests em­ 
ploying a wide variety of phv *iological actions in 
tho body that a fairly generous amount of fat in 
the diet is desirable. The experiments were made 
on rats as their digestive and absorptive apparatus 
so closely resembles that of man. and these find­ 
ings in man would require years of intensive re­ 
search Rats on the high fat diet increased more 
in growth and weight than those fed on a fat-free 
or low-fat diet. 
What do we learn from the above information? 
We learn that tor the great m ajority of us 
some tat should be used in the diet because of the 
need of certain acids they contain which have a 
beneficial action on digestion and absorption of 
foods. However, for those with hardening of the 
arteries and high blood pressure, until more definite 
evidence is forthcoming, the low-fat or !at-fieo dict 
is advisable.

I am told that it is 
impossible to do any thing about 
these cataracts. It this true? ” 
I am, of course, appreciative of 
the concern this writer has for 
his dog and I know that the dog 
must have enjoyed 19 y ears of 
tender care and affection to at­ 
tain this extreme age. I wonder, 
though, if this owner realizes that 
in terms of human age the dog 
is well over 100. 
For y ears it has been generally 
said that one y ear of a dog’s life 
is equivalent to seven in the life 
of a human. This multiplier has 
been used to indicate, for example, 
that an 8-y ear-old dog is definite- 
ly middle aged and can be com -, 
pared with a man of 56. 
The extreme age to which oc­ 
casional dogs live, however, and 
the early age at which they can 
reproduce have made me wonder 
if we can’t adjust the multiplier 
in some simple manner and make 
a more accurate comparison. It 
occurs to me that if we double the 
seven for the first y ear, use the 
seven until 10, and halve it for all 
the y ears after 10 we can arrive 
at more comparable stages in the 
lives of the two species.

In today’s mail was a letter 
from a real dog lover. In part it 
read, “My small mongrel collie is 
19 years old. She has cataracts 
on her eyes. I am told that it is 
impossible to do anything about 
these cataracts. It this true?” 
I am, of course, appreciative of 
the concern this writer has for 
his dog and I know that the dog 
must have enjoyed 19 years of 
tender care and affection to at­ 
tain this extreme age. I wonder, 
though, if this owner realizes that 
in terms of human age the dog 
is well over IOO. 
For years it has been generally 
said that one year of a dog s life 
is equivalent to seven in the life 
of a human. This multiplier has 
been used to indicate, for example, 
that an 8-year-old dog is definite­ 
ly middle aged and can be com­ 
pared with a man of 56. 
The extreme age to which oc­ 
casional dogs live, however, and 
the carlv age at which they can 
reproduce have made me wonder 
if we can’t adjust the multiplier 
in some simple manner and make 
a more accurate comparison. It 
occurs to me that if we double the 
seven for the first year, use the 
seven until IO, and halve it for all 
the years after IO we can arrive 
at more comparable stages in the 
lives of the two species. 
Thus at one year a dog would be 
14 and at two years 21. At IO ho 
would be 77 and from here on we 
would add half of seven to each 
year.

Joseph Requests 
Six-Month Delay 


New York, May 18 cfh -City ( 
Comptroller Lazarus Joseph yes­ 
terday sent a new memorandum 
to Gov. Thomas 
E. Dewey in 
which he appealed again for a 
six-month delay in any transit 
fare increase by the New* York 
City Transit Authority. 
Joseph urged the delay while 
economies in the municipal tran­ 
sit system were studied. 
The city's top financial officer 
also re-emphasized his dissatisfac­ 
tion with various aspects of the 
Transit Authority and asked for 
revision of the state law authoriz­ 
ing it. 
Joseph argued that once the 
fare was increased it would be 
difficult, if not impossible, to re­ 
duce it. 
He suggested that dur­ 
ing six months of economy studies 
the transit operating deficit could 
be paid bv real estate through is­ 
suance of serial t>onds by the city. 
In his communication to Dewey 
yesterday, Joseph presented a re­ 
buttal to a report issued Thurs­ 
day by five gubernatorial advisers 
which rejected an appeal by Jo­ 
seph and Mayor Vincent R. Im- 
pellitteri for amendment of the 
Transit Authority law at a special 
session of the Legislature. Joseph 
said 
that 
the 
Dewey 
advisers 
made errors in interpreting the 
law, and that they misquoted and 
misconceived (joints in his pre­ 
vious memorandums to the gover­ 
nor. 
Joseph said yesterday the au- 
thoritv's actions have given “a 
clear indication that the authority 
intends to raise fares by July 30 
in an effort to eliminate the op­ 
erating deficit.” 
The comptroller said there had 
been failure to grant the authority 
sufficient capital to cover the op­ 
erating deficit while studving the 
possibility of preserving the 10- 
cent far*1 through economies. This 
.situation, he added, was “unfair 
to the Transit Authority and un­ 
fair to the public.”
